SLAY LEE DEPUTY. 
SHOOT TWO OTHERS 


Sheriffs of Crisp and Lee 
and Cordele Police Force 
Search Negroes Who Am- 
bushed Three Officials. 


LYNCHING IS PROBABLE 
IF BLACK IS CAUGHT 


Outbreak Occurred at -De- 
Soto When Officers Went 
to Arrest Negroes Who 
Had Fired at Whites. 


February %8.—(s5pe- 

al.) —Constable Tucker Cassell .was 
shot seriously; his deputy, Marion 
Rass, was shot dead, and another dep- 
ty, Lou Waramore, was slightly 
wounded, when last night they at- 
tempted to arrest two negroes at their 
home near DeSoto, just over the Lee 
and Sumter line. 

From meager reports received here 
this afternoon, two white men charged 
the negroes with having fired upon 
them last night as they drove past a 
negro settlement. One of these white 
men was Abner Greene, whose eyes 
were shot out in a fight with a negro, 
William Webster, last July. Greene 
last night telephoned Constable Tucker 
Cassell of the alleged assault just com- 
mitted, and requested the arrest of the

negroes supposed to have fired upon) 


him and a companion. 

When Cassell and his deputies, Lou 
Laramore and Marion Bass, reached 
the negro settlement they were fired 
upon by negroes said to have been 
concealed beneath the house. Deputy 
Bass was shot through the abdomen 
with a winchester bullet. Constable 
Cassell and Deputy Laramore sustain- 
ed bullet wounds as well. 

Fugitive Well Armed. 

Edward Tyson, colored, was shot 
dead; by the posse. Cooper Bivins, an- 
other negro, is being chased with dogs 
this afternoon. He is well armed, and 


difficulty may be experienced in cap- 
turing him. The scene of the trouble 
is 15 miles from Americus, 

Deputy Sherif!’ Harvey, of Sumter 
county, returned to Americus tonight 
from Leslie and DeSoto, towns in 
Sumter county, nearer the scene of the 
wholesale shooting, bast night. He re- 
ports absolute quiet on the Sumter 


side, the trouble last night having oo- 
curred in Lee county, near the Chokee 
settlement, which is several miles from 
a railroad or telegraph station. 

Armed posses this afternoon were 
still hunting the negro, Cooper Bivins, 
who is the only fugitive being pursued. 
Sheriff Moreland, of Lee county, was 
in Americus today searching for Biv- 
ins, without effect. If captured, -he 
will probably be lynched, unless offi- 
cers can secure him first and land him 
in jail, as feelin&® against Bivins is 
very strong. 

Crisp County Searched. 

Cordele, Ga., February 8.—(Special.) 
Sheriff Moreland, of Lee county; 
Sheriff Ward, of Crisp county, and the 
entire police force of Cordele are 
searching this city and the entire 
county for Cooper Bivins. 

Sheriff Moreland arrived in Cordele 
this afternoon, after learning’ that 
Bivins had informed some negroes that 
he had relatives in Cordele and Crisp 
county, and that he was making his 
way to Cordele. Bivins formerly lived 
here, and is known to members of the 
police force. It is understood that en- 
raged citizens of Lee county Know of 
the movements of Sheriff Moreland, 
and in the event that Bivins is cap- 
tured an effort will be made to secure 
the prisoner and deal with him in the 
same manner in which they dealt with 
the negro Tison. 

Sheriff Moreland has offered a re- 
ward of $150 for the arrest of Bivins. 


ENRAGED HUSBAND 
SHOOTS AT NEGRO 


Fierce Battle Waged on 
Stone Mountain Car After 
Negro Strikes Woman a 
Blow in the Face. 


An enraged husband, whose wife 
had been struck with a pair of brass 
knucks wielded by a burly negro pas- 
senger, struggled with street car at- 
taches in an attempt to kill the ‘wom- 
an’s assailant Saturday afternoon, 
about 4 o'clock, on an outgoing Stone 
Mountain suburban trolley car as it 
reached Fair street and Cherokee 
avenue. 

Finally wrenching himself free from 
the grasp of the street car men and 
passengers, the man whipped out his 
revolver, aimed it directly at the ne- 
gro and fired, the bullet taking effect 
in the hip. He was immediately dis- 
armed, but was permitted to continue 
the trip with his wife. The negro was 
arrested. : 

Cause of Trouble. 

The trolley car on which the shoot- 
ing occurred left the corner of Ala- 
bama and Pryor streets—the Stone 
Mountain terminal point—at 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon. Both the wounded 
negro and white man climbed aboard 
at the corner. A block or so from 
Cherokee avenue, on Fair street, the 
negro, who was sitting on the rear 
lengthwise seat directly behind the 
seat occupied by the wife and hus- 
band, who gave their names as Mr. 


Not Fair to Indiscriminate- 
ly Attack All Plays and 
All Actors, Says Dr. C. B. 
Wilmer. 


“The ancient theater was the ex- 
ponent of Christian thought, the mod- 
ern theater the daughter of the Chris- 
tian church,” said Rev. C. B. Wilmer 
of St. Luke’s, in a highly thoughtful 
sermon on “The Church and the 


Theater,” last night. 

Dr. Wilmer dealt chiefly with the 
theater as !t ts today. He defended the 
actor’s profession, and took issue with 
critics who indiscriminately assail the 
stage and stage folk. At the very 
outset of his sermon Dr. Wilmer made 
it plain to his congregation that he 
did not speak with a view of engaging 
in a controversy with anyone. He 
briefly reviewed the historic theater, 
explaining that St. .’aul’s admonition, 
“You should not venture in the 
theater,”” was not given in fear of the 
theater not having a moral influence, 
but because there was a mob in the 
theater, and it was bodily harm which 
St. Paul was wayned against. 

Praises Several Piays. 

In the course of his sermon, Dr. 
Wilmer reviewed a number of plays— 
some old and some recently seen in 
Atlanta——and pointed to them as teach- 
ing a high moral thought. He spoke 
briefly of the moral taught in Maeter- 
linck’s “Blue Birl;” in the English play, 
“The Blindness of Virtue,” “The Serv- 
ant in the House,” “The Passing of 
the Third Floor Back,” “Justice,” 
“Shore Acres’ and several others, 

“God has endowed some men and 
women with extraordinary dramatic 
tajent,” Dr. Wilmer said, “and He has 
endowed us all with a sense of appre- 
c.ation. Some of the highest types of 
Christian men and women have been 
actors, and made their living on the 
stage. If it is wicked to see ‘Hamlet’ 
on the stage, it is also wicked to read 
‘Hamlet’ in a book. 

“Some actors and actresses are bad, 
and there are some preachers who are 
bad. But, just suppose some actors 
and plays are bad. What are you going 
to do about it? Is it fair to indiscrim- 
inately attack all plays and actors? I 
would have enjoyed being in that 
church in Chattanooga: when the 
preacher was denouncing all actors 
and actresses, and had heard the chal- 
lenge hurled at him by an actress who 
was in his congregation.” 

Bad Plays and Bad Actors. 

Dr. Wilmer admitted that there are 
bad plays and bad actors and bad 
books, but he said that he would be 
perfectly willing to trust any young 
boy or girl under his spiritual teach- 
ing with simply a warning not to visit 
}certain plays, and not to read certain 
books. 

“I shall never forget the perform- 
ance of ‘Shore Acres,’ I @nce saw in 
New York. The play. told a story 
which I regret I have not the ability 
to put in.a sermon. The play had im- 
presséd me so mugh that I know that 
I gained by it, as did the others who 
saw it.” 

Dr. Wilmer declared that ‘The Blind- 
ness of Virtue” had a good moral ef- 
fect on those who saw it, and explain- 
ed that the English play, “Justice.” 
taught so strong a lesson that it had 
the effect of helping to change the 
entire penal system of England. 

“The church should put a higher 
ideal before the writers and the 
actors,” Dr. Wilmer suggested. “IT sin- 
cerely believe that actors and actrusses 
will listen if they are not atta, ked 
and made to believe that they are al)

“The theater, along with the state, 
the family and the church, must be re- 
garded as one of the great institutions 
of humanity—one of the things that is 
characteristic of and persistent in so- 
cial or national life or habits. It arises 
out of the desire to reproduce and com- 
municate to others impressions receiv- 
ed from the surrounding world. 

Expresses Best Life Produces. 

“While being the most complete form | 
of expression it sought to express the | 
best that life had produced, or the} 
religious thought of the werld. 

“The attitude held by some commun- | 
ions today is absolutely impossible and | 
wholly unjustified. It does mean to be' 
inferred that the theater does not need 
cleansing of its corruption and coarsge-'! 
ness. In many sections of the land it | 
is unspeakably bad. We need to do 
something to transform and redeem it, | 
but it does not mean that the theater

be buried. 

“No discrimination is made between 
good and bad plays. Drama as a whole 
is condemned because part of it is bad. 
Some literature is bad. It depicts false 
standards of life, holds misconceptions 
of life, is often poorly written. Shall 
we do away with literature? Some 
families are bad. Shall this institution | 
upon which the national life is based be 
dissolved? No, the dissolution of such 
innate and fundamental things cannot | 
be done for these reasons. 

Let Good People Help. 

“Let the good people dip into this 
mudded stream of dramatic life and 
help to clear and cleanse it of its debris 
and moral sediment, like they would 
any other institution that is here to 
stay. we must attend and help it, not 
boycott and deride it. 

“The theater owes its life to the 
church, and it is considered by some 
that the church has suffered a distinct 
loss in its separation with the theater. 
The fZhurch of today owes much to the 
theater. It sees in it dn institution that 
has taken its task seriously, expressed 
itself in high art, and in description of 
life. The church has found in it an 
earnest, honest teacher, and owes to 
it the example of ceaseless activity and 
unabated energy. 

“By faithfulness in this noble task, 


the

Washington, February 8.—( Special.) 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels has def- 
initely advised Georgia friends of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Constantine Marrast 
Perkins that he will send to congress 
within a few days a letter approving 
that officer’s reinstatement, to remedy 
the injury inflicted by a military cabal. 

In conversation with Senator Hoke 
Smith and Representative William 
Schley Howard, who have actively in- 
terested themselves in behalf of tardy 
justice for this brave offler, the secre- 
tary declared that he was convinced 
Lieutenant Colonel Perkinge was un- 
justly treated. He likened his case to 
that of Dreyfus in France. 

Perkins Named From Rome. 


Of course in this ersecution racial 
prejudice did not enter. Lieutenant 
Colonel Perkins was appointed to the 
Naval academy from Rome, Ga., by 
President Grant. His father had served 
in the Mexican war. His two sisters 
are now living in Georgia—Mrs. W. L. 
Hunt, at Rome, and Mrs. Richard W. 
Cubbedge, at Macon. Two brothers are 
prominent business men in West Vir- 
ginia. 

For six years Lieutenant Colonel Per- 
kins has waged his fight, being many 
times in sight of his goal, only to have 
his hopes dashed to pieces. Senator 
Clay and Colonel Livingston both 
sought to have him _ reinstated, but 
could not convince the officers of the 
navy department of what they felt 
was rank injustice. 

Mr. Daniels’ decision in the Perkins 
case is part of his general program of 
sending officers to sea and breaking 
up influential military cliques at the 
national capital. Many of the officers 
Anvolved in the Perkins scandal are 
leaders in military and social life here. 
Two or three of them have been dis- 
ciplined, and others failed to secure 
desirable details which they sought. 

Colonel Littleton W. T. Waller, who 
was. president of the retiring board 
which considered the Perkins case, was 
recently -refused the appointment of 
commandant of marine corps, and Colo- 
nel George Barnett, the only member 
of the board who voted for Perkins, was 
nominated instead.

Torreon May Balk Rebels. 

Military men profess to doubt 
whether the rebels can take Torreon, 
even after they obtain ammunition 
Not a few are convinced that the 
rebels are likely to be checked both ar 
Torreon and at Tampico. 

President Huerta’s calm attitude aft- 
er the lifting of the embargo on arms 
seems to have gained him some sym 
pathy, and in local financial centers 
it is belleved he has slightly more 
favorable prospects of obtaining 
money. Fven without foreign assist 
ance, he will be able to extract from 
local sources many millions. Of this 
he has made no secret, repeatediv 
saying if the worst befell he would 
take money where he could. 

Owners of haciendas adjoining the 
state of Mexico have been notified that 
they will be expected to loan the gov 
ernment money on thetr land, and it 
would cauee no surprise if specia! 
taxes were imposed on all property in 
the capital and other cities which 
Iiverta still controls. 

Plans of the Rebeis. 

The opinion is held here that rebele 
in the north will direct their energies 
along two lines of campaign, one look- 
ing to the captur of Torreon, Zaca- 
tecas, Aguas Calientes and other 
towns in their path to the capital, and 
the other to the capture of Tampico. 
with Monterey and San Luis Potosi as 
secondary objectives. The moral ef- 
fect of the capture of Torreon and 
other towns along the first line of 
Campaign would be great, but military 
men point out that the strategic value 
of Tampico would be etill greater, as 
it is the souroe of the fuel oil supply. 

Railways extend from Tampico to 
both Monterey and San Luis Potosi 
and the possession of this port would 
make the direction of the campaign 
against these two towns and their sub- 
sequent occupation much simpler fer 
the rebels. 

Huerta to Use Gunboata. 

General Huerta is prepared to use 
all the gumboats in the gulf to assist 
in the holding of Tampico. 

Railway lines extending north, west 
and northeast of the capital are re- 
garded as only second in strategic im- 
portance, because over them is brought 
almost daily the capital's food sup- 
ply. The lines to Vera Cruz are not 
80 important in this respect, as they 
are chiefly valuable for the transpor-

VILLA TO PROTECT 
SUBJECTS OF SPAIN 


Washington, February %8.—-After a 
conference with President Wilson to- 
night, Secretary Bryan announced that 
assurances had been received from 
General Francisco Villa of his inten- 
tion to protect Spanish subjects at 
Torreon. Word also was received from 
the constitutionalist general of his in- 
tention to assist in fixing responsibili- 
ty for the tragedy at Cumbre tunnel, in 
which several Americans were suffo- 
cated. 

General Villa has complied with the 
request of e state department that a 
guard of soldiers accompany the party, 
composed mostly of Americans, who 
intend to recover the bodies of the dead 
Americans. Secretary Bryan said he 
had ordered American Consul Ed- 
wards, at Juarez, to send a special 
messenger with the party to report on 
the affair. 

The announcement that General Villa 
would protect Spanish subjects in his 
invasion of Torreon brought relief to 
officials here, who had been swamped 
with petitions and representations on 
behalf of the threatened Spaniards. 
Urgent representations had been made 
to Villa‘ by Consul Edwards at the in- 
stance of the American government. 
Secretary Bryan tonight said earlier 
dispatches to the effect that Villa had 
intended to execute all Spaniards were 
not confirmed. It is understood Villa’s 
warning was directed chiefly against 
Spaniards who were actively assisting 
Huerta. The state department, how- 
ever, regards its latest assurances as 
satisfactory, and feels that all Span- 
lards will be safe. 

Word was received here today that 
Charles Myers Dobson, an American, 
formerly a newspaper man, was im- 
prisoned in Torreon. Secretary Bryan 
dispatched a request to the American 
consul there for information. 


BIRDMEN ARE RECALLED 
BY DICTATOR HUERTA 


CHARRED BONES 
GREET RESCUERS 


All People on Train, Which 
Mexican Bandit Tolled In- 
to Death Trap, Perished— 
Americans Victims. 


Cumbre, Chihuahua, Mexico, Febru- 
ary &8.—Nothing but charred bones and 
buttpns were found by the rescuing 
party which, with the aid of oxygen 
helmets and pulmotors, penetrated the 
Cumbre tunnel today from the south 
portal as far as the locomotive and 
first two cars of the passenger train 
which entered the burning cavern. 

All Were Killed. 

These are supposed to be the remains 
of the engineer and fireman of the ill- 
fated passenger train. They were prob- 
ably killed when their engime crashed 
into the burning freight train, which 
had been pushed into the tunnel by 
Castillo’s bandits several hours before, 
it is said. Now it is believed that 
every one of the fifty or more passen- 
gers, including the crew, aboard the 
train when it dashed into the tunnel 
last Wednesday night are dead, but 
whether the train was hurried into the 
tunnel to escape being .captured by 
Castillo’s bandits or sent headlong to 
its destruction by the bandits may 
never be known. 

Entrance from the north portal will 
not be possible until tomorrow night at 
the earliest. and probably not until 
the next day, as the heavy timbering 
is still burning. The rescuers who 
went in at the south end today found 
their way greatly impeded by not 
only the iron frame work of the burn- 
ed cars, but by great masses of earth 
and rock which had fallen from the 
roof of the tunnel. Rock still is fall- 
ing, making exploration dangerous. 


which is not probable. In the whole 
distance traversed today not a particle 
of the woodword of all the cars burned 
was found. The only recognizable body 
thus far recovered is that of Juan Fer- 
nandez, rear brakeman of the passen- 
Ser train, who had escaped to within 
200 feet of the north portal, when he 
finally succumbed, dying in a sitting 
osture, with a handkerchief tied about 
is nose and mouth, in a vain en- 
deavor to save himself from being 
smothered by the smoke and gas. 

[t is believed that all others in the 
train, who were not maimed or killed. 
when the passenger train hit the 
wreckage of the freight. attempted to 
escape as did Fernandez, but were 
overcome.

MRS. LEE CARRUTH and five chil- 
dren, family of an engineer employed 
at Madera. 

Not a Soul Escaped. 

Washington, February 8.—All 
aboard the ill-fated passenger train 
which collided with seven burning 
freight cars in Cumbre tunnel appea, 
to have perished. They included at 
loast eight Americans and thirty Mex- 
icans according to a dispatch tonight 
from American Consul Letcher. at 
Chihuahua.

McNew. asserts that 
the Lyerly robbery is the first in which 
he has participated. 

MaNew waived preliminary hearing 
yesterday, but the bond was not fixed. 
Mathews will be given a preliminary 
hearing next Saturday. Both McNew 
and Mathews have employed counsel.

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STRPES ON CONVICTS — 
GOING, SAYS WELTHER 


Conditions in Camps Worse | 
Than Any Mutiny Could 
Be, He Declares. 


Philip Weltner, in his lecture at the 
Ponce de Leon Avenue Baptist church 
last ‘night, stated that there were con- 
ditions in the convict camps of Fulton 
county far worse than any mutiny 
could ever be. 

“F don’t know if there is going to 
be any mutiny,” said Mr. Weltner, “and | 
don’t want any one to think that I be-| 
lieve there will be one among the! 
convicts, but I will emphatically state 
that other conditions exist which are 
more dreadful than a mutiny could 
ever be. 

“I visited one camp Sunday afternoon 
and found no rumors of mutiny among 
the convicts, but if the convict camps 
being investigated by the grand jury 
had nothing more gerious to fear than 
a mutiny it would be a blessing.” 

Mr. Weltner stated that the law of 
the prison commission that convicts 
who show good behavior have their 
stripes removed. and allowed to wear 
ordinary ciothes, would be enforced in 
convict camps hereafter. It is the law, 
and they must abide by it. 

He stated further that a request 
would ‘be made of the next legislature 
to pass a law doing away with in- 
determinate sentences of criminals. 


JAPAN FEELS KINDER 
TO THE UNITED STATES 


Washington, February 8.—Notable 
improvement in the relations between 
the United States and Japan Is be- 
lieved to have resulted from events in 
the house of representatives last week, 
connected with the 7 a of the Bur- 
nett immigration ill.

AN AMAZING PARADOX! 
The Constitution publishes elsewhere to- 
day, from its Washington correspondent, an 
analysis of the bill looking toward federal 
aid to state road-building construction. The 
measure, which carries the name of Repre- 


sentative Shackleford, of Missouri, appro- 
priates roughly $25,000,000 a year to be ex- 
pended by the various states in the con- 
struction and improvement of highways. 
The principle of federal aid to road-building 
is sound, and is one which The Constitution 
has often and insistently advocated. 

So far as the state of Georgia is con- 
cerned, it will be seen that the benefits to 
be received by this state are left open to 
doubt. According to our correspondent, 
two propositions will be offered each state. 
The first is for federal aid on the basis of 
roads already constructed or in course of 
construction, with an accounting being 
made in March of each year. The other 
contemplates the federal government Co- 
operating with the state in the construction 
and maintenance of post roads. The right 
of supervisorship this latter method vests 
in the federal government makes it a less 
attractive plan. 

Under either proposition the state re- 
eéiving help from the government must 
make a definite contribution to road work. 
President Roosevelt issued an order prohib- 
iting any state from including convict labor 
on roads as its pro rata contribution to an 
agreement with the federal government. 
That order still stands. The author of the 
Shackleford bill is himself uncertain as to 
whether it would not bar Georgia from par- 
ticipation. And Georgia makes no other, at 
least no cash, contribution to roadway con- 
struction. 

We warn the Georgia congressional dele- 
gation that if the bill finally is enacted in 
such ambiguity Georgia may either fail alto- 
gether of participation in the federal fund 
or be given a direct incentive to return to 
the private lease system. The contradiction 
of the thing is that, actually and in morals, 
Georgia’s act in placing convicts upon the 
public roads is probably a greater cash 
equivalent contribution to highway con- 
struction than that of any other state in the 
union, New York excepted. To say the gov- 
ernment will accept a small sum in actual 
cash and not an infinitely greater sum in its 
tangible equivalent; or to say that the gov- 
ernment will not accept the labor of con- 
victs humanely administered by the state, 
but will accept the cash proceeds of their 
labor administered under dubious private 
auspices—is to perpetrate an amazing and 
an untenable paradox. . 

The United States cannot afford to fix a 
precedent of this manifestly barbarous and 
quibbling description. The state's congres- 
sional delegation can perform no more sub- 
stantial service than in basing their legis- 
lative influence upon this premise.

THE LATE PROF. C. E. AIKEN. 

Several days ago The Constitution, in 
publishing a report from Madison, Ga., con- 
cerning the death of the late Professor 
Crawford E. Aiken, made an error which it 
very cheerfully corrects. 

It seems that several weeks prior to the 
death of Professor Aiken he had adminis- 
tered a flogging to a “peeping Tom” who 
was caught in the act while Professor Aiken 
happened to be in the home in which the 
affair took place. Later on in reporting the 
death of Professor Aiken the fact that he 
administered this flogging became in some 
way confused, and our published report left 
the inference that Professor Aiken himself 
was the person who was punished for the 
offense. 

To anyone knowing of the high esteem 
in which Professor Aiken was held by the 
community a correction of this apparent 
error would not be necessary.

GEORGIA A TRAIL BLAZER. 

Governor Henry 8S. Stuart, nominated and 
elected governor of Virginia without opposi- 
tion, in his inaugural address urges upon 
the legislature of that state virtually the 
same remedy for an unjust and debilitated 
fiscal system as Georgia’s tax equalization 
act. Georgia trail blazes for Virginia, as she 
has already for Mississippi, Texas and other 
states faced with perennial] current account 
deficits and apparent official poverty in the 
face of actual state plenty. The main bur- 
den of the governor’s address is tax equaliza- 
tion. He says that it is— 


“Clear that the initial step in tax 
reform is to put under actual contribu- 
tion every kind and description of 
property not exempt by law, and thus 
so broaden the base of taxation as 
that the common burden may rest 
lightly on all.” ‘ 


This identical need called into being 
Georgia’s tax equalization act; and the prin- 
ciple set forth by Governor Stuart distin- 
guishes its application. 

“Equalization is a fundamental neces- 
sity,” continues the governor, and further, 
“I would suggest tentatively local boards of 
equalization for counties and cities, to insure 
uniformity of assessments in every such 
county or city for state and local taxation, 
and a state board of equalization, composed 
of a representative of each grand division of 
the state, and charged with the supervision 
of all assessments made by the local boards, 
and given authority to equalize assessment 
values so as to prevent any inequality from 
which otherwise any section, county or city 
might suffer.” And further still, “a plan of 
equalization conceived and executed as I 
have indicated would, in my opinion, reduce 
to a minimum and distribute as evenly as 
possible the necessary burdens on all tax- 
payers.” 

These extracts read like veritable tran- 
scripts from the arguments for and the pro- 
visions of the law for tax equalization in 
Georgia. ' 

Georgia, has pioneered in another tremen- 
dous field, that involved in making equitable 
the relations between public utilities and 
the people. Georgia was among the very 
first of American commonwealths to create 
a state railroad commission with teeth. That 
body was active long before La Follette be- 
came busy in Wisconsin, or Roosevelt cut 
loose in the nation. It is probable that nine- 
tenths of the railroad commissions of this 
country, including the interstate commerce 
commission itself, 
upon the principles that still underlie the 
Georgia act. 

Surely, two epochal counts in which to 
lead the nation. 


MR. GLASS OF ALABAMA. 


Frank P. Glass, of Birmingham, missed 


being seated as ad interim senator from Ala- 
bama by one vote, the adverse ballot being 
based upon a sheer constitutional technicali- 
ty. Governor O’Neal appointed Mr. Glass to 
fill the vacancy created by the death of Sen- 
ator Johnston. Interpreters of the constitutio 
tion inside and outside of congress raised a 
doubt 'as to the constitutionality of Mr. 


Glass’ right to hold a seat. 
They based their case upon the ground 
that the legislature of Alabama had not, at 


the time of Mr. Glass’ appointment, enacted 
legislation enabling the governor to make 
‘ad interim appointments under the seven- 
teenth amendment, which provided direct 
elections by the people. Dissenters from 
this theory held that the amendment was 
not in force at the time of the appointment, 
and that Governor O’Neal had the right to 
make the appointment under the old law. 

The senate committee on privileges and 
elections, however, invalidated the appoint- 
ment, challenging the right of the governor 
It was upon the 
report of the committee that the battle 
raged in the senate. At first it appeared 
that the committee would be overwhelm- 
ingly sustained and the rejection of Mr. 
Glass’ claim made almost unanimous. But 
as time went on the personal and intellect- 
ual appeal of Mr. Glass made him friends 
right and left. When a vote was reached 
he failed of his seat by only one vote, and 
only then because the senate hesitated to 
establish an uncertain constitutional prece- 
dent. ) 

Other states, Georgia included, have duly 
authorized their governors to make ad in- 
terim appointments under the constitutional 
amendment, so that in case of a vacancy 
here there would be no question raised as to 
the legality of an ad interim appointment. 

In Alabama some time must elapse be- 
fore the general election at which the people 
shall, under the amendment, choose a suc- 
cessor to Senator Johnston. There should 
be some way to honor Mr. Glass with the 
ad interim appointment, and, at the same 
time, comply with constitutional require- 
ments. The good impression he made on 
the United States senate show its members 
instinctively recognize him as the kind of 
timber that body needs. As a journalist and 
publicist he has done notable service for his 
state, and deserves distinction at its hands. 
All Alabama can afford to bury partisanship 
and work out a plan whereby he will be 
given the ad interim appointment.

TRIAL OF CAFO 
STREET CONSPIRATORS. 


All England was in a ferment of excite- 
ment in 1820 on account of the discovery of 
& plot to overthrow the king, to murder 
every member of the cabinet, to seize the 
public buildings in London, and to proclaim 
& new government. This is known in his- 
tory as the Cato Street Conspiracy for the 
reason that the conspirators met in a loft 
on Cato street, London. and planned the 
Outrage. The plan had been suggested three 
years previous, but the conspirators lacked 
a leader until they at length found Arthur 
Thistlewood. 

Thistlewood was an ex-officer in the 
British army. He had married two rich 
widows, squandered their fortunes, and in 


his travels in France and America conceived 
the idea of forcing a republican form of 
sovernment upon England. He set about 
this by inciting riots and by other militant 
methods until finally the bigger conspiracy 
presented itself. 

The conspirators knew 
ministers sometimes met at informal din- 
hers at each others’ houses. Thistlewood 
arranged to be notified of the next dinner, 
and with a picked gang of thugs he planned 
to burst upon the diners and put them all 
to death. They were then to seize the Bank 
of England, the Mansion House and the Tower 
of London. After they had accomplished all 
this they planned to proclaim a “provisional 
fovernment” for the country. 

Edwards, one of Thistlewood’s lieuten- 
ants, was chosen to find out the time of the 
meeting of the cabinet, and he reported that 
they would gather at Lord Harrowby’s house 
on the evening of February 22, 1820. So 
this date was set for the wholesale slaughter. 

It Was arranged that all the conspira- 
tors would meet early in the evening of 
this date, well armed, but two, who were to 
watch the mansion and report when the 
party were all assembled. When the watch- 
ers were satisfied that all the cabinet were 
present they set off to Cato street to give 
the signal. Before they reached the loft, 
however, a cordon of police had surrounded 
the house. As they swooped down upon the 
criminals they fought like cornered rats. and 
Thistlewood and several companions succeed- 
ed in escaping. 

A big: reward was offered for their cap- 
ture, and the*ringleader was caught the fol- 
lowing day. The way the plot was discover- 
ed was through Edwards, who was govern- 
ment spy and had kept the government post- 
ed on every more of the plotters. And yet, 
as it eventually turned out, he was probably 
one of the worst of the criminal lot, and upon 
his escape, when things became too warm 
for him, a reward was offered for his cap- 
ture, but this was never brought about. 

On the 8th of March a special commission 
was issued to the lord chief justices of Eng- 
land for the trial of the Cato Street con- 
Spirators, against whom true bills for high 
treason were found on the 27th, and the 
trials commenced with that of Thistlewood 
on the 17th of April. Eleven prisoners werg 
included in the indictment. 

At the trial the history and details of 
the plot were minutely detailed by Adamé, 
an accomplice. Four more witnesses were 
called, who gave the warning to Lord Har- 
rowgate, the two Monuments and Dwyer, an 
Lrish bricklayer. 

The defense attempted by the prisoners’ 
counsel was necessarily of a desperate char- 
acter. They admitted the intention to assas- 
Sinate ministers, but urged that the whole 
evidence of high treason rested on the state- 
ments of the accomplices. 

When called up for judgment, Thistle- 
wood declared that “he was murdered, ac- 
cording to the etiquette of the court” be- 
cause not allowed after the close of hic con- 
sel's speech to call witnesses to prove what 
a villain Dwyer was, and that Adams and 
Hiden were swindlers. At last Thistlewood 
became so violent in his address as to re- 
quire the interference of the court. 

Ings, another of the conspirators, threw 
the whole blame on Edwards and denounced 
him as the real instigator. Though the usual 
sentence for high treason, with all its dis- 
gusting details, was passed on all the prison- 
ers, the lives of those who had pleaded guilty 
were spared and they were transported for 
life, and only Thistlewood, Ings, Brunt, Da- 
vidson and Tidd were executed. When This- 
tlewood, on the scaffold, was asked if he 
repented, he smiled and said: “Not at all. 
I shall soon know the last grand secret.” 

England was greatly excited over this 
Cato Street Conspiracy, and it became the 
conviction of a vast *number that the whole 
kingdom was undermined by such plots and 
that only the most strenuous exertions could 
protect the realm from an outbreak of hor- 
rors—and a season of absolute panic set in.

WILL FEDERAL ROAD 


MEASURE 


AFFECT GEORGIA ADVERSELY 
ON ACCOUNT CONVICT WORK? 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, January %.—(Special.)—With- 
in the next few days the house of repre- 
sentatives will take up and pass a bill car- 
rying $25,000,000 for improving the public 
highways. 
On the idea that a post road is as truly 
a postal facility as a postoffice, the commit- 
tee on roads of the house has favored a 
measure paying to eaeh state an annual 
rental for the use of its public roads. 
For many years the a@vocates of federal 
aid in highway improvement have sought to 


work out a practical scheme for government | 


co-operation and one which would be fair to 
all sections of the country. The main point 
considered was that if it wasn’t a measure 


to appeal to the country generally the votes | 


could not be found to pass it. 

The good roads advocates finally comprom- 
ised on the so-called Shackleford bill em- 
bracing the idea of road rentals first advo- 
cated by Representative D. W. Shackleford, 
of Missouri. 

Under this bill, one-half of the total ap- 
Propriation of $25,000,000 is to be distrib- 
uted among the states according to popula- 
tion, and one-half according to the mileage 
of improved roads. 

For the purpose of administration, public 
roads are to be divided into classes A, B and 
C, and the annual rental is to be $60, $36 
and $15, respectively. 

The grade of the road as well as the 
material of which constructed shall be con- 
sidered in determining its character and 
the rental to be paid. 

Class A roads shall be composed of mac- 
adam or other material of equal utility. 
Th®y shall be well drained and contain na 
incline steeper than is Teasonably necessary 
in view of the natural topography of the 
locality. 

Class B roads shall include those made 
of shells, gravel or a sand-clay combination, 
or other material of equal utility but less 
expensive than macadam. The same restric- 
tion applies as to drainage and grades. 

Class C roads shall be improved dirt 
roads kept in condition by dragging or other 
means so that they will be “reasonably pass- 
able’’ for vehicles. 

The governor of each state is required to 
file a statement with the secretary of agri- 
culture on the first of March in each year, 
giving the number of miles of road of each 
class in the state. If the state has a high- 
way commissioner, he shall also make a sim- 
ilar report. The amount received by each 
state from Uncle Sam !s to be expended on 
roads during the following year. 

As an alternative proposition the secre- 
tary of agriculture is authorized to co-oper- 
ate with state officers in the construction 
and maintenance of post roads. It is pro- 
vided that the government in this event shall 
not pay more than one-half the total cost. 
The location of the roads, and their char- 
acter and the material of which they are 
to be constructed, shall be agreed upon by 
the representatives of the state and national 
governments under this scheme. 


Best for Georgia. 

Representative Shackleford, whose name 
the good roads bill bears, in explaining the 
measure to The Constitution’s representative, 
said: “Georgia would probably find it more 
profitable to operate under the first proposal 
and receive the annual rental to which it is 
proportionately entitled and expend the same 
under the direction of its local officers 
rather than have the federal authorities take 
a hand in determining the location of a new 
road and the material and cost of construc- 
tion. 

“If the state decides to accept its propor- 
tionate part of the $25,000,000 appropriation 
as rental, it shall in the ensuing years spend 
that and an equal amount from its own 
treasury in extending its highways.” 


Convict Labor. 

“Will convict labor be counted as part of 
the state’s contribution?” he was-asked. 

“T should think so.” Other members of 
the house do not agree with Mr. Shackle- 
ford about this feature, however. They hold 
that unless President Wilson rescinds the 
executive order of Mr. Roosevelt directed 
against convict labor, the state would have 
to make a cash contribution. It is entirely 
a matter of executive action. 

There is pronounced opposition in both 
senate and house to the requirement that 
the state shall pledge itself to expend an 
equal amount to that it receives from the 
government. These congressmen would have 
the state extend the use of improved roads 
to the government and receive an annual 
amount toward their upkeep and extension. 

Under the provisions of the bill Georgia, 
with 2.58 of the total population of the coun- 
try, would receive $356,250 in the distribu- 
tion according to population, and $415,000 in 
the division according to mileage of public 
roads. a total of $771,250. 


The Committee Report. 
“Wihatever doubts may have at one time 
existed,” says the report on the Shackleford 
bill. “it is now generally conceded that the 
federal government has constitutional power 
to construct and maintain, first, post roads; 
second, military roads; and, third, roads used 
in the transportation of interstate commerce. 
On the general principle that the greater 
contains the lesser, it follows that the gen- 
eral government may aid the states and local 
authorities in the construction and mainte- 
nance of such roads. 

“To what extent it is expedient that these? 
constitutional powers should be exercised 
presents a question of more difficulty. 

“Since the road subject is. still in 
experimental stage, this committee 


the

“Roads are local concerns, and primarily 
it is the duty of the states to provide them 
for their people. 

“To carry and deliver the mail is a func- 
tion of the federal government, and it is 
the duty of the federal government to pro- 
vide itself with the facilities necessary to 
a proper performance of this function, such 
as postmasters, postoffices and post roads. 
A post road is just as truly a postal facility 
as is a postoffice. As in most Trural com- 
munities ® has been found less expensive 
and more expedient to rent postoffices than 
to build them, so it would be less expensive 
and more expedient to use the roads of the 
states and local authorities as post roads 
than it would to construct and maintain an 
independent system. In such case it would 
seem but just that the general government 
should make some contribution to the con- 
struction and maintenance of the roads which 
it thus uses. 

“In times past when the volume and 
weight of postal matter were negligible the 
interest of the general government in the 
condition of the roads was not substantial, 
but with the advent of rural free delivery 
came a federal necessity for better roads, 
and with the now rapidly expanding parcel 
post that necessity has become acute. 

“Primarily roads are local cencerns and 
jurisdiction over them belongs to the states 
and local authorities in which they are lo- 
cated. This jurisdiction should never be 
disturbed by the federal government. 

“While the states and local authorities 
ought not to be ousted from their jurisdic- 
tion over the roads within their borders, yet 
federal .money appropriated for roads must 
be rigidly safeguarded. It must be seen to 
that every dollar of this money expended 
secures a dollar’s worth of road construction 
or road maintenance. In the opinion of this 
committee there are two plans by which this 
may be accomplished. The first is federal 
supervision of its expenditure as provided 
in section 3 of the bill reported. The sec- 
ond is by providing standards of road con-

The importance of minimum grades on 
public roads is now being emphasized DY the 
department of agriculture. 

“Steep grades serve to decrease both the 
speed and the load,” according to the office 
of public roads. “On the principle that a 
chain js no stronger than its weakest link, 
the maximum load that a team can draw 1s 
the load that it can draw up the steepest 
hill or through the deepest mud hole on 
that road. 

“Wherever possible roads should be locat- 
ed on straight lines between terminal points. 
In hilly or mountainous country, however, 
the attempts to keep roads straight between 
terminals often lead to the serious error of 
heavy grades. Straightness and grade must, 
therefore, be handled togemmer. The best lo- 
cation is one which is straight in general 
direction, is free from steep grades, is locat- 
ed on solid ground and serves the largest 
possible number of people. Roads should be 
located for the benefit of the public as well 
as the private land owner. 

“The elimination of one or two steep hills 
on a line of road will frequently enable 
hofses to draw three or four times as much 
as they could draw on the old road. It 
takes approximately four times as much 
power to draw loads up 10 per cent grades— 


10 feet verti@al in 100 feet horizontal—as on 


a level. On a 4 per cent or 5 per cent grade, 
however. a horse can usually draw, for & 
short time, as much as he can draw on a 
level.

New York, February 8.—Evidence is

letics are passing through another 
period of readjustment. That the activ- 
ity of the undergraduates in this di- 
rection is one of the biggest problems 
that faculties and governing bodies 


have to face in connection with college | 


life is admitted. Intercollegiate sport 
is the subject of néver ending discus- 
sion and conference. Rules are made 
to check one evil only to have ob- 
jectional features and angles crop out 
elsewhere. 

That something is radically wrong is 
clearly indicated by the many discus- 
sions, proposals and fiats that arise 
with startling rapidity. Faculties, as- 
sociations and undergraduates appear 
more or less at loggerheads. It may 
be that the-recent speech of Charles L 
Courtney, rowing coach at Cornell, will 
help to clarify the situation. 

Speaking on the situation at Cornell, 
Courtney opened a radical and start- 
ling speech with the words: “There 
is something wrong either with our! 
athletics or our athletes.” 


Athletics Arraigned. 


Then followed an arraignment 
athletics: 

“T want to tell you a few things that 
I-don’t believe in: 

“T don’t believe in a 4-mile race. I 
never did, and I am unalterably op- 
posed to it for several reasons. One 
is that the average boy can’t give 
necessary time from his university

“Tl don't believe the varsity crew 
should be called on to row more than 
one race in a season, and I think that 
race should be after college closes in 
the summer.

“IT don’t believe in intercollegiate 
sports when they are carried to the: 
extent to which they are carried today. | 

“T don’t believe in raking the coun- 
try over with a fine toothed comb to 
find a lot of star prep school athletes 
and persuade them to come to the uni- 
versity.

time is past in this country 
when our great manufacturing and 
other concerns rated our unhiversities 
according to the etandard of their ath- 
letic teams and the number of athletes 
they turned out. What they are demand- 
ing is good men. They are looking for 
voung men who come to college to get

High Grade Fertilizers. 

I have not a word to say against the 
use Of high-grade fertilizers and al- 
Ways recommend them as preferable 
to low grades. But itt is well to clear- 
ly understand what is meant by the 
term “high grade.” I take it that 
the commonly accepted conception is 
a fertilizer that contains a high - 
centage of plant food, either a sin- 
gle element or a combination of two, or 
—avVailable phosphoric . acid, nitrogen 
and potash. The laws of Georgia pre- 
scribe “that the words ‘hi grade’ 
shall not appear on any bag or other 
package of complete fertilizer, which 
complete fertilizer contains by its guar- 
anteed analysis less than 10 per cent 
available phosphoric acid, 1.65 per cent 
nitrogen (equivalent to 2 per cent am- 
monia) and 2 per cent of potash, or a 
or anaylsis of equal commercial 
" It goes on to prescribe that

on any package containing less than 
1.6 2;” and that the same words, 
“high grade,” shall not be applied to 
an acid phosphate with potash when 
it is guaranteed to contain less than 
13—1; and the word “standard” shall 
not so appear on such ckage of acid 
and potash which shall be guaranteed 
contain less than 11—l1; and that 
the words “high grade” shall not ap- 
pear on any package of plain acid 
phosphate that is guaranteed at less 
than 14 per cent, nor the word “stand- 
when the package contains less 
than 12 per cent available phosphoric 
acid. It is further provided that no 
complete fertilizer, nor acid phosphate 
with potash, nor plain acid phosphate, 
Shall be offered for sale in Georgia 
that shall contain less than 12 per 
cent of total plant food, namely, avail- 
able phosphoric acid, nitrogen (when 
considered as ammonia) and potash, 
either singly or in combination. 
Now, as I interpret the state law, it 
is not intended to discriminate against 
Standard and low grade fertilizers, but 
the purpose is to protect the farmer 
from being imposed upon (in the mat- 
ter of price) by having foisted upon 
him a bag of fertilizer branded “high 
grade’ when, in fact, it is a standard 


grade when it is, fn fact, a low grade. 
Some farmers insist on buying and 
using only high-grade fertilizers. This 
is all right, provided the prices per 
unit (per cent) of the valuable ingre- 
dients are no greater than in the lower 
grades. It is a fact that the prices per 
unit of a high-grade ingredient, or a 
high-grade guano, are usually lower. 
This applies especially to acid phos- 
phate and potash salts. A 16 per cent 
acid phosphate costs less in_ propor- 
tion to manufacture than does a 12 or 
14 per cent.

is nearly alwaye

than is init, because of the freight 
and handling. But cotton seed meal, 
although containing only 6.20 to 7 per 
cent of nitrogen, may be, and often is, 
cheaper than nitrate of soda, contain- 
ing 15% per cent of nitrogen, or dried 
blood, containing 14 per cent of nitro- 
gen. 

There is no essential or inherent ad- 
vantage in high grades. In other words, 
2,000 pounds of 12—4—4 guano costing 
$30, is not a whit cheaper or more ef- 
fective than 4,000 pounds of 6—2z—2, 
costing $30, laid down in the 


cheaper 


field in 
both cases. Herice, I advise the use of 


las, because it is a home material and 
is usually a cheaper source of nitrogen. 
Of course, dried blood is just as good, 
if it does not cost more than twice as 
much laid down as high-grade cotton 
seed meal. 

Nitrate of soda stands by itself as 
the most convenient and most quickly 
soluble, but it may be properly ap- 
plied only to a growing crop, but 
should not, as a rule, be used in a mix- 
ture, except in a very small quantity. 

It may be added when a farmer 
wishes to mix, say 16 per cent acid 
phosphate, cotton seed meal and Kainit 
as a fertilizer for cotton on lands in- 
clined or known to rust, it would be 
practically impossible to do so and. yet 
get a high-grade fertilizer, because 
cotton seed meal and kKainit are natu- 
rally or necessarily low grade, in the 
sense of containing a much smaller 
percentage of nitrogén (cotton seed 
meal) and potash (the Kainit) than 
other materials that might be used 
to supply the same elements, such as 
dried blood, tankage and nitrate of 
soda (for nitrogen) or sulphate or mu- 
riate of potash or manure salt (for 
potash). 

But in using these comparatively 
low-grade ingredients (cotton seed 
meal and kainit) the farmer secures 
a mixture that is “high grade’ in a 
somewhat different sense, and that may 
answer his purposes just as perfectly 
and profitably as would the high 
grades. 

Farmers ought to be careful not to 
buy acid phosphate with potash of 
other than high grade, because it.is a 
fact that such low grade as 8—-4, 10—2 
9—3, etc., are quite generally made of 
high grade, even 16 per cent acid phos- 
phate, and muriate of potash, and then 
toned down (degraded) by adding sev- 
eral hundred pounds for no other pur- 
pose than to meet the demand of the 
thoughtless farmer for an apparently 
low-priced mixture. Of course, the 
manufacturer charges for the filler, 
for he has to buy it himself, and 
charges for putting it in, and the rail- 
roads charge for hauling it, likewise 
the drayman.

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MEMPHIS BANK RUINED 
BY ACTS OF PRESIDENT 


Defaults of C. H. Raine Ren- 
der Mercantile Bank In- 
solvent, Directors Say. 


Memphis, Tenn., February 8.—-Direc- 
tors of the Mercantile bank, considered 
one of the strongest financial] instl- 
tutions of this city, tonight declared 
the bank insolvent, and ordered that 
its doors remain closed tomorrow. 

Resolutions adopted by the directors 
declared this action necessary “in view 
of the defaults of the president, C. H. 
Raine, this day discovered.” General 
Luke E. Wright and Carruthers Fw- 
ing, as attorneys, were authorized to 
file a petition in chancery court tomor- 
row for the conservation of the assets 
of the bank. 

Mr. Raine, it is stated, has turned 
over all his personal estate, estimated 
at about $40,000, to the bank. He de- 
clined to make any statement today. 
No authoritative statement has been 
made of the amount of the alleged de- 
falcation. 

The Mercantile bank was capitalized

VEN BY SOME JUDGES, 


New York Prison Senetinbee 
dent So Declares—Reform 
Is Urged in Report. 


Albany, N. Y., February %.—Prison 
sentence without term for first offend- 
ers, leaving it to the board of parole 
to determine how much longer than 
one year any particular convict should 
serve, will be recommended to the leg- 
islature by Superintendent John B. 
Riley, of the state prison department. 
This is in line with recommendations 
of the Prison Reform association as a 
result of an investigation of prison 
conditions here and abroad. 

The superintendent, who served on 
the board prior to his present appoint- | 

ment, believes the widely differing 
practices of judges in fixing terms of 
punishment has proved one of the most 
demoralizing features of convict life. 

“Certain judges, especially in Great- 
for the same offense, than are gener- 
er New York,” said Mr. Riley, ‘‘sen- 
tence convicts for much longer terms, 
ally imposed by judges in other parts 
of the state. The prisoner.who finds 
he is serving a term of ten years, while 
his associate is serving two years and 
six months, for the same offense, feels, 
and has the right to feel, that a gross 
injustice has been done him. 

“An examination of convicts will 
furnish sufficient proof that in many 
cases punishment is all out of propor- 
tion to the offense committed, and 
does not operate as a deterrent to oth- 
ers, Or aS a means tending to the re- 
formation of the victim. 

“I am strongly of the opinion that 
the penal law should be amended so 
that first offenders, except for murder, 
and possibly some other repulsive 
crimes, should be given a sentence 
without term—leaving it for the board 
of parole to determine how much lon- 
ger than one year the convict should 
serve.” 

The prison population is only eighty- 
eight in excess of last year, the total 
being 4,604. Of this number, about 
one-third are aliens, and Mr. Riley 
pointed out that the proportion of 
aliens is increasing. He will recom- 
mend that provision should be made 
for turning over aliens charged with 
minor offenses, who have recently ar- 
rived in this country, to the United 
States immigration department for de- 
portation. 
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PRESIDENT PLANS 10 
OVERTHROW MURPHY 


He Will Confer With Glynn 
and McCombs About Anti- 


Tammany Movement. 


Washington, February 8.—Governor 
Glynn, of New York, accompanied by 
William F. McCombs, democratic ‘na- 
tional chairman, arrived here late to- 
night for a conference tomorrow with 
President Wilson on questions affect- 
ing the re-organization of the Empire 
State democracy. Indications are that 
the conference will have an important 
effect on the future trend of democratic 
politics in New York. 

With members of congress and a 
United States senator to be elected 
there next fall, President Wilson has 
been giving much attention to the New 
York state situation in his recent 
talks with Chairman McCombs. Mr 
McCombs recently visited Albany and 
immediately afterwards came to Wash- 
ington for a long talk with the pres- 
ident. He went away declaring his 
confidence in Governor Glynn as 
worthy of white house support. To- 
morrow’s conference was arranged for 
at that time. 

It is known that the national ad- 
ministration is anxious to build up in 
New York state a new organization and 
that it will look for assistance from 
Mayor Mitchellof New York and Gov- 
ernor Glynn. Neither Governor Glynn 
nor Mr. McCombs would discuss poli- 
tics tonight. They admitted merely 
that the general situation would be 
talked over with the president. Just 
how far the intended plan of reorgan- 
ization when worked out will affect 
Charles F. Murphy and the Tammany 
organization is one of the things that 
is expected to be made clear after the 
conference. 


ARBITRATION BY FORCE 
NOT FAVORED BY WILSON 


Mass., February 
arbitration will never be 
advocated by the United States de- 
yartment of labor while William B.

Among the visitors in the gallery 
during the eulogies was John Rodden- 
bery, asonof the former congressman. 
Four years ago the house was called 
upon to mourn a representative from 
the Second Georgia district. Mr. Rod- 
denbery was’ elected in February, 1910, 
to succeed the late James M. Griggs. 

Feeling Tribute by Park. 

One of the most feeling tributes de- 
livered today was by Representative 
Frank Park, who succeeded Mr. Rod- 
denbery, and who referred to him as 
the “Alexander H. Stephens of the 
Wiregrass.” He said the women of 
the Second district were erecting a 
monument to him for his work in be- 
half of prohibition. 

Representative Adamson said he 
would rather have spoken over him 
when he died the words uttered at 
toddenbery’s funeral by the minister 
who had baptized, been spiritual coun- 
sellor and friend of Roddenbery all 
his life than to have wun the renown 
of Alexander. 

“I have never doubted that a good 
name was rather to be chosen than 
great riches,” he said. “It is more 
valuable than anything on earth except 
to merit a good name. It insures re- 
spectability during life and the admi- 
ration of posterity after death. Hap- 
py would our country -life be, if we 
had more men of the character and 
energy of §S. A. Roddenbery.” 

Representative Samuel J. 
said: 

“I regard Judge Roddenbery as one 
of the greatest men Georgia has ever 
produced. He was an_ indomitable 
fighter, conscientious, courageous to a 
fault, if man can be. He was a giant 
in intellect... I was closely identified 
with him in the pension fight of the 
Sixty-second Congress. I made my first 
speech in the second session of the Six- 
ty-second Congress on pensions. Judge 
Roddenbery was delighted with my 
outspoken ‘stand, and outlined with me 
a plan to make a determined fight 
against pensions. He thought by pre- 
venting passage of pension bills, the 
attention of the country could be 
forcibly called to the unchecked pen- 
sion funds.”

Mr. Roddenbery “was cevoted to his 
duties, as a public servant, constant in 
his attentions to his constituents and 
loyal to the rights of the people who 
elected him.”

ANOTTY PROBLEMS 
BEFORE CONGRESS 


| Woman Suffrage Resolu- 


tion in Senate Today— 
Action Expected on Free 
Tolls Clause of Canal Act. 


Washington, February 8.—With their 
minds preocoupied with “immigration 


problems, trust legislation, treaty obli- 
;gations and President Wilson's deter- 


mination for reversal of policy on the 
Panama tolls question, administration 
leaders in congress had almost forgot- 
ten that they are face to face with the 
equal suffrage question. 

Tomorrow, however, the resolution to 
provide for a constitutional amendment 


/extending suffrage to women is first 
;on the calendar of business in the sen- 


ate, and there being no unfinished bus!l- 
ness before that body, the resolution 
will be called up. Senator Ashurst, who 
is guiding the destinies of the resolu- 
tion, does not expect it to come to a 
vote, because several senators served 
him with notice some time ago that 
when the subject did come up, they 
would like to discuss it. 
Ashurst to Push Suffrage. 

“l know that the suffrage resolution 
will be before us tomorrow,” said Sena- 
tor Ashurst tonight, “but I do not think 
it will be voted on, as several senators 
wish to debate it. If they give notice 
tomorrow that they want time to pre- 
pare their speeches, the resolution will 
go over. I am quite certain, however, 
that the senate will vote on it before 
long: some time this session, at any 
rate.” 

Senator Ashurst will be on the alert 
when the calendar is reached tomorrow. 
If by any chance there are no objec- 
tions to immediate consideration of the 
suffrage resolution, it may be put upon 
its passage. Several weeks ago the 
resolution was reached when no one 
was expecting it, and the Arizona sen- 
ator reached the senate chamber just In 
time to speak on the subject himself 
and ask that it be reserved for future 
action. 

The Free Tolls Clause. 

Initiative action on the repeal of the 
section of the Panama canal act ex- 
empting American coastwise ships from 
tolls is expected during the week, the 
president's purpose in the matter now 
being thoroughly undesstood by admin- 
istration leaders. Whether the presi- 
dent will read a special message to 
congress on the subject has not been 
determined, but whether he does or not, 
a bill to repeal the toll exemption sec- 
tion. is now being prepared. Though the 
proposed repeal is certain to provoke 
vigorous oposition, there is a strong 
undercurrent of sentiment among dem- 
ocrats who voted for toll exemption 
that repeal of the law will bewise 
from the standpoint of foreign rela- 
tions. There is no doubt about the re- 
peal carrying in the house, and oppo- 
sition in the senate is expected to nar- 
row down as the debate progresses. 

In addition to the anti-trust legisla- 
tive program, the issue uppermost in 
congress at present is immigration, 
and though the Burnett bill with its re- 
strictive litcracy test already has pass- 
ed the house, the issue is Dy no means 
out of the way. The senate committee 
has just taken it up, determined upon 
daily sessions until it has finished its 
deliberations. That there is to be a 
fight over the literacy test is certain, 
and a modification of the _ restrictive 
provisions is expected. 

Anti-Trust Bills Not Ready. 


The bills for the anti-trust legisla- 
tion program are far from complete. 
Hearings on them will continue before 
house committees during the week, and 
a conference with President Wilson 
relating to them is being urged by 
some of the democratic leaders. To- 
morrow Frederick Straus, of New 
York, who was a member of former 
President Taft’s commission on railway 
capitalization, will appear before the 
house committee on interstate com- 
merce to discuss the proposed bill for 
federal control of railroad securities. 
The judiciary subcommittee plans. to 
confer with President Wilson on the 
tentative outline of a measure to reg- 
ulate holding companies. A measure 
has been drafted which would not pro- 
hibit all forms of holding corporations, 
but would prohibit the acquisition by 
holding companies of stock in compet- 
ing concerns. Representatives Clayton, 
Carlin and Floyd, of the judiciary sub- 
committee, were impressed last week 
by the testimony of officials of the 
Gulf Refining company, a Texas 
corporation. Officials of that concern 
testified that they had no relations of 
any kind with the Standard Oil com- 
pany, but submitted*that a holding cor- 
poration was absolutely essential to 
their competition against a so-called 
monopoly. 

Rural Credits Legislation. 

Hearings on rural credits legislation 
will be continued before the house 
subcommittee on banking and currency. 
Conferences between the president, 
Representative Bulkley, chairman of 
the subcommittee; Majority Leader Un- 
derwood, of the house, and Senator 
Owen, chairman of the senate commit- 
tee, resulted in the determination to 
press for early passage the bill which 
will be frame d by the committee. Joint 
hearings by the senate and house com- 
mittees probably will be arranged, but 

an effort will be made to have the bill 
before the house by April 1.

BACKBONE OF WINTER 
LONG WAY FROM BROKEN 


Weather Bureau Experts Pre- 
dict Low Temperatures 
For Present Week. 


Washington, February %8.—Winter's 
backbone is still a long way from 
broken, according to the weather bu- 
reau experts. “The general distribu- 
tion of atmospheric pressure over the 
North American continent and the ad- 
jacent oceans,” said the weekly bulletin 
today, “indicates temperatures consid- 
erably below the seasonal average un- 
til the middle of the week east of the 
Rocky mountains, and temperatures 
near the seasonal average on the Pa- 


cific coast. 

“The weather generally will be fair 
the first half of the week in the plains 
states, the great central valleys and 
the north Atlantic states. In the gulf 
and south Atlantic states the weather 
will be overcast, with probably rains 
along the gulf and south Atlantic 
cOasts until Wednesday. 

“The next disturbance of importance 
will appear on the north Pacific coast 
Tuesday, attended by general rains. It 
will prevail over the middle west 
Thursday and the eastern states Friday 
or Saturday. This disturbance will be 
preceded by a general réaction to 
higher temperatures, and be attended 
by general rain in southern states. 

“It will be followed by colder 
weather.” 

Zero in Chicago. 

Chicago, February 8.—Zero weather— 
the first of the year here—brought one 
death and suffering to thousands of 
poor today. The cold 
last night, and at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing the thermometer registered zero. 
As 8 o’clock 7 degrees below was 
marked, and the mercury since then 
has hovered near the zero mark. 

Seventy-five fires kept the fire de- 
partment moving all day. Tonight the 
department was badly crippled, many 
of its members suffering from frozen 
hands and feet. Two Episcopal 
churches were damaged by fires. 

Charitable organizations had _ their 
hands full giving relief where the suf- 
fering was acute. At all the hospitals 
there were constant appeals-for help. 

Twenty-six hundred men were cared 
for tonight in municipa) lodging houses, 
and aS many more were turned away, 
the police said. The bread line con- 
tained more than a thousand men.
